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SULTAN’S ACCESSION FETES. 


AT CAIRO. 


Throughout yesterday the Cuiro streeta 
presented an appearance of exceptional gaiety, 
both from the protuSe decoration of almost 
every building and from the large number 
of people who seemedto be making holiday in 
honor of the great event of the celebration 
of the twenty-ninth anniversary of the Sultan’s 
accession. To attempt any description of the 
decorations would be to repeat an oft-toid 
tale ; they were very similar to those which 
wo have seen on many other occasions, witb, 
perhaps, the excaption that they were rather 
more extensive than usual, for the gene- 
ral feeling prevailed that the oceasion 
should be one of exceptional rejoicing 
on account of his Majesty’s happy escape 
from the dastardly plot against his life. 
Basipess was carried on as usual in commercial 
circles, but the closing of the Ministries and 
public offices greatly increased the numbers 
seen in the streets during the day time. 

As the day’ progressed the crowds grew 
larger, and shortly after half past seven, the 
Esbakieh Gardens, in which the great festivities 
were to be held, were lit up, and many of the 
principal buildings were also most’ effectively 
illaminated and afforded an exceedingly bril- 
liant appearance. 

The gardens were thrown open to the public 
at 9 p.m. and the view on entering was excel- 
lent. A special approach to the reception tent 
was lined with lamps, Chinese lanterns were 
hung between these, while the red of the 
Tarkish and Egyptian flags was to be seen 
every where. 

It is needless to say that huge crowds as- 
sembled to assist at the festivities;the gardens 
seomed to be one mass of people, and the tents 
and booths of entertainment were crowded to 
their utmost capacity. Such a crowd was easily 
roused to enthusiasm by singers, dancers, 
tumblers, and contortionists, and good-humour 
prevailed everywhere. Military music and the 
noise of tom-toms and various other native 
instruments greeted the ear wherever one turn- 
ed, and at times the noise was almost deafening. 

Excellent order was maintained both inside 
and outside the gardens, and in spite of the 
great crowds, many of whose members were 
every moment in peril of being run over by 
arabeahs frequently passing backwards and 
forwarda, ro accidents, so far as we are aware, 
have been reported. The police, under the 
direction of the acting commandant, are to be 
congratulated on the manner in which they 
insured the public safety. 


AT ALEXANDRIA. 

Tbe twenty-ninth anniversary of the acoes- 
sion of H.IL.M. the Sultan was officially 
celebrated by a banquet given last night at 
Ras el Tim Palace by,H.E. Fakhry Pasha, the 


acting Regent. Among-the guests..were.the 


Ministers, the British Chargé d’Affaires and 
the members of the Consular and Diplomatio 
Corps, the Commissioners of the Caisse de la 
Dette, the Acting Advisers and Under-Seore- 
tariss of State, theHeads of Administrations, 
the Officer Commauding the Army of Ocoupa- 
tion, etc. The Palace had been brilliant- 
ly docorated for the occasion, the Aida was 
very prettily and effectively hung with lanterns, 
and the Abd el Moneim from time to time 
threw her searchlight over the water on to the 
palace. After the banquet came a very fine 
display of fireworks, which lasted, till about 
10p.m., culminating in the discharge of a 
huge sheaf of rockets, which lit up the whole 
harbour, first with rose and green and then 
with golden and purple light. 

The Khedivial Yacht Club was lit up, and 
the fifty diners on the verandah had an 
admirable view, while a good band and an 
excellent dinner specially prepared for the 
oocersion made the evening very agreeable, 
After dinner the fireworks could be seen 
admirably from the club jetty, and few of the 
mambers left the clab house till long after 
midnight. 

Elsewhere on the shore both the Coast Guard 
station and Castom House were decorated and 
the Ottoman Bank and Gouvernorat were 
illuminated with hundreds of small lamps, that 
formed. among other patterns the star and 
crescent of the Turkish Empire. Tarkish musio, 
or what we believe to have been Turkish 
music, was played by 4 military band near the 
Gouvernorat and some special performances 
were given at various music halls which attract- 
ed large audiences. 

The Ras el Tin road was crowded by persons 
anxious to witness the fireworks, and native 
Alexandria as a rule retired late to bed.

Carton de 
Wiart, who were also present, the Board has 
given orders to the Cairo headquarters of tha 
Sucreries d'Egypte to publish the balance sheet 
up to date as soon as possib’e. M. Girard, the 
chief accountant of the company, has therefore 
been recalled from leave’ and will arrive at 
Cairo next Tuesday. The balance sheet will be 
published in the course of next week. 

In reply to a question asked by a repre- 
sentativeof our contemporary “Le Journal du 
Caire”, the Hon. A. Davey made the following 
statement. ‘Even should M. Croniér have 
fraudulently pledged the company’s credit, 
which is still a pure hypothesis, we have every 
reason to hope that the crisis will terminate 
happily and that nothing will justify the fears 
of some alarmist’, Our advice to the public— 
the only advice we can give, under the circum- 
stances—is to wait for more news from Paris 
as calmly as poesible. It may notbe exhilarating, 
butit is the only possible course. ©

THE ECLIPSE AT ASSOUAN, ~ 


INTERESTING ACCOUNT. 


One of the spectators has kindly farnished 
us with the following interesting account of 
the eclipse as seen from the roof of the Savoy 
Hotel, Assouan :— 

After some discussion as to where to go to 
see the eclipse at Asrouan, whether it would 
be best to mount a hill on the west benk, 
hang about one of the missions or go on to 
the roof of the hotel, we settled on the roof 
as easier to climb than the hill and nearer to 
refreshments than either of the others. As it 
turned out, it was an excellent place to see it 
from. A field glass, with the object glasses 
snoked, and a separate blue glase, formed an 
easy and efficient means of seeing the eclipse 
from a layman’s point otf view, and allowed 
two sun spots to be easily distinguished. 
Mounting on the roof one saw the first contact 
which took place on the south east-corner of 
the rim cf the sun. In watching the different 
phases for an hour or so ontil totality, it 
was interesting to remark the decraasing glare 
acd heat as the sun becem? mors covered, 
but up to-the very last a amoked lens was 
necessary on the field glasses. 

When almost half covered, the effect on 
the landscape was as if one was looking 
through blae glass. A stranga effect, very 
easy to notice when once seen, was that rays 
of-light when broken by branches of trees, etc. 
would not appear to be made up of multitudes 
of circles of the same form as the sun, which 
is how we always see them, but they were 
made up of oreltitades of crescents of the 
same form as the partially eclipsed sun. This 
was best seen where the rays were thrown on 
a wall which had been broken up by straw 
matting with which a window was entirely 
covered. 

The period of totality, which lasted about 
two and a half minutes, was intensely interest- 
ing and all too soon over, there was so much 
to look out for in such a short time. 

The shadow bands, which occur just before 
and just after totality were seen well on a sheet 
hung on a wall. 

When most clearly defined they appeared as 
psrallel bands of light and dark shadows about 
four inches wide. They seemed clearest just 
after they were observed, both before and after 
totality, and gradually faded away. They 
moved across the sheet in a second or two in 
the same direction as the shadow of the moon 
passed across the sup, and were inclined at 
about right angles to the inclination of its 
path. 

No sooner was the sun entirely covered than 
an orange-red eruption was remarkable at the 
spot where the light of the sun was last seen; 
this gradually diminished in size and di- 
sappeared. A similar spot, observed a few 
seconds before totality was over at a point 
diametri-ally opposite to that mentioned above, 
which increased in siza until it was absorbed in 
the light of the sun. | 

The corona, which is a halo of light round 
the eclipse with long rays shooting from. it, 
appeared as canary-yellow for a depth of about 
one tenth of the sun’s diameter and faded off 
into an irregularly shaped cross whose longest 
arm was two or three sun diameters. The ap- 
pearance of these arms was that of thin wind- 
torn clouds on a background of inky blue, the 
eclipse itself appearing absolately black. 

The totality phase was, so far, more interest- 
ing than the phases where the sun was slowly 
being covered and the hot roof of the hotel was 
deserted soon after totality, refreshments being 
found to be more interesting than watching 
the sun reassert itself. 

Of the scientific instraments the ‘‘cross-eyed 
lady” belonging to the American expedition 
called forth most remarks. It conserted of four 
telescopes coupled up so that each gave a large 
plate photograph of a quarter of the sun’s sur- 
face. It rcqnired seven men to work it, one to 
change each plate half way through totality, 
one to put on the ‘‘cap,” one to count the time 
on a pendolom, and one to give the word to 
the plate changers. This took a deal of rebears- 
ing to get the four plates changed together in 
the shortest, possible time, and the “dress 
rehearsal” was given the evening before in 
twilight, approximately that expected at the 
eclipse, when the plates wera changed in 
eight seconds, 

All the telescopes gave photographic records, 
and they or the reflectors were kept bearing 
on the sum by clockwork.

EL AMARNA., 


AN EGYPTIAN VERSAILLES. 


Twelve years ago, on a lovely spring morn- 
ing, I was walking along the east. bank 
of the Nile near to the village of Hadji 
Qandil, some hundred and eighty miles above 
Cairo. The land around was a wide,amphi- 
theatre of sand some twelve miles across, 
shut in by the Arabian hills, and almost, . ex- 
cept near the river, an arid expanse of sand. 
There was an awakening of life ; pigeons rose 
from the beanfields in hundreds and a be- 


lated gazelle stole up from the _ Watering- 


place and made swiftly for the hills. Lum- 
bering buffaloes were being fastened to the 
water-wheels, and the women were around the 
wells.. Away from the river all was still and 
silent. Once, however, that sandy plain was 
all alive with busy men and women. Where 
low heaps of sand break the monotony of the 
plain, there once stood « splendid temple and 
a royal palace, while the houses of priests and 
officials, together with shops and bazaars, 
formed a busy city. Though little remains of 
this once beautiful place, there are fortunately, 
preserved monuments by which we are enabled 
to reconstract the town and the life of the 
King and the people in a wonderfal manner. 
The Arabian hills form the wall of this circus, 
and the sides of these are the site of many 
splendid tombs of the city officials. Itis no 
ordinary city we have to deal with ; unique in 
its origin, history, and religion, it torms the 
record of a remarkable episode in Oriental 
history, and the memorial of the dominant will 
and power of one of the most astonishing 
women of the East. 

The recovery and publication of the material 
from which to restore the picture is due to the 
work of Mr. N. de G. Davies—who has for 
many months been engaged in copying the 
sculptures and inscriptions in these great 
tombs which have now been published by the 
Egyptian Exploration Fund. Before describing 
these splendid sculptures a word must be said 
as to the origin of this city. Amenophis III. 
(B.c. 1500) had during his reign married a 
number of Asiatic wives, among them being 
Tii, apparently a princess of Mitanni or Nor- 
thern Mesopotamia. The foreign element in 
the Theban royal harem became so powerful 
that a religious revolution broke out, and an 
attempt, fora time successful, was made to 
replace the great worship of Amen-Ra, king of 
the gods, by that of the Aten, or “Solar Diao,” 
Fora time only was it powerful in Thebes, 
and on the accession of the youthful ruler 
Amenophis IV., who was rigidly under the 
control of his imperious mother, the position 
became so serious that the King and court re- 
moved from Thebes to a new city which was 
built upon. this plain of El Amarna. The idea 
of this abandonment of the southern capital 
originated with the queen mother, and that 
she took an active part in the work is shown 
by her name being inscribed with all her titles 
upon the central pillar of the great quarry from 
which tha stone for the royal and sacred edi- 
fices was obtained. 

The priest of the tombs was that Meri-Ra 
who was the high priest of the Atendisk in 
the city of Akh Aten, “The glory of the 
disc.” He was also “Fan-bearer on the King’s 
right hand,” “Royal Chancellor,” “A sole 
Companion, or Privy Councillor.” On entering 
the stately portico of the tomb and passing 
into the colamned entrance hall,we see at once 
that we have a quite different class of burial- 
place to those which are found near Thebes. 
The tombs of Meri-Ra of Paneshey are, we 
find on entering, veritable rock-cut mansion§ 
consisting of several stately halls and chambers. 
Still more marked is the difference in the 
lavish mural decorations. The walls are not 
covered with weird scenes from the “Books of 
the Dead,” or the underworld, nor do they 
depict scenes in the domestic life of ghe depart- 
ed. Each tomb, from .its decorations, might be 
a royal tomb. The King and his family domi- 
nate everything. As Mr. Davies remarks, “His 
wife and children, his family affection, are 
here portrayed in detail,” and itis difficult to 
discover the vfficial whose tomb it is. 

In the tomb of Meri-Ra we have a picture 
of his house where the King visits him, and it 
must have been a beautiful abode. Before the 
entrance was a. large tank surrounded by 
trees. There sre many courts and cool 
colonnades ; while a picturesque garden ‘all 
ot flowers and shady trees, and another large 
tank, beside which the owner and his family 


might enjoy the pleasures of home life in the 
evening. In the tomb of Paneshi we have 
@ representation of the temple of the Aten, 
and full details of the service. It differs 
from ‘the /Theban temples in many | respect. 
The offerings were fruit and flowers and the 
King and Queen and the young princesses 
camé to ‘worship, bringing offerings of 
flowers, incense, and sweet smelling gums, 
Indeed, it is remerkable how great a part 
the beauties of nature form in the temple 
service. The most striking feature, however, 
of these tableaux is \the freedom of life, and 
the way in which the Royal family mingled 
with the people. Seated ,on the balcony of the 
palace we see thd King with his arm round the 
neck of the Qaeen, throwing down presents of 
collars and ornaments to the crowd below : or 
often holding the hand of one of the little 
princesses and throwing bunches of flowers to 
the chiliren in the stréet. One group ofidanc- 
ing children in pleated skirts seems almost 
modern in its realism. Very. touching is one 
scene depicting a choir of blind men perform- 
ing before the King. Led by a harper 
and a leader, who keeps time by olap- 
ping his hands, these poor sightless men 
seem to be singing the praises of ‘the bright 
god of light, whose rays they cannot see. 

The execution of the work is wonderfal bon- 
sidering its antiquity. In other sculptures 
we see the King and Quéen driving across the 
plain in their chariots, preceded by ronning 
footmen. ‘l'hroughout the whole of this gallery 
of ancient pictures we strike no sad note. The 
shadow of death, ever present.in the tombs of 
the Memphic and Theban age, is banished; all 

is love and joy, and pleasure of life. The period 
is & unique one in ancient history, and finds its 

modern parallel in the life of the French Court 
at Versailles. But the life was a short one, 

The King died and was buried in a great tomb 
in the hills, and there was no direct heir to 
the throne. Daring this life of pleasare, the 

aftairs of State had been neglected, the great 

conquests in Syria and ‘in Nubia were slipping 
from the hands of this effeminate Pharaoh, and 
it was not until the Theban power once more 

regained its supremacy that Egypt became the 
raler of the ancient world. Still, however, the 

epoch is full of matter of interest to the histor- 
ian and the arch»ologist, and these beautiful 
reproductions will long form the standard 
authority upon so interesting an episode in 
the ever-changing panorama of Egyptian history, 

With the fall of the heretic line the city was 

abandoned, and the sand of the desert spread 

its veil over-this ancient city of beauty and 
pleasure.

MATTERS OF MOMENT. 


PITH OF THE PRESS COMMENTS. 


MOROCCO AGAIN. 


“TIMES,” 

M. Rouvier has taken a firm line of action 
with regard to the latest difficulty in Morocco, 
instructing the representative of France to 
demand the instant release of her Algerian 
subject, and threatening the Sultan with a 
military demonstratration and the departure of 
the French Legation from Morocco if he refases 
to comply. At its meeting yesterday the French 

Cabinet unanimously endorsed these measures, 
as it was inevitable that it should. This gratui- 
tous outrage strikes at the base of France's 
prestige in Morocco, and of her authority 
within her own dominions. If she is to keep the 
respect and loyalty of the Algerians, she must 
obviously protect them. Already her native 
subjects resident in Morocco have been pressing 
the French Minister to enforce recognition of 
their rights. At the same time it is not simply 
the interests of France which are at stake. 

This is just the kind of case where it is most 
essential that the Powers should leave an 
impression of solidarity on the Sultan’s way- 
ward mind. The support now given by Ger- 
many cannot, however, make us forget that it 
is to her exploitation of the Moroccan crisis 
that the latest extravagances of the Sultan 
are largely due 

Now that the Sultan finds himself deprived 


of aid in a quarter from which he seems to |, 


have expected it, he will be well advised 
to yield to France's legitimate demands 
without delay. 

“MANCHESTER GUARDIAN.” 

The solarity of civilised Powers in face of 
Oriental intrigue is worth little enough when 
it is sapped unobtrusively after Abdal Ha- 
mid’s fashion, bat a bald challenge to it like 
the Maghzen’s can only be answered by a 
drawing together of Europe. If Germany 
wanted to break loose again, the Saltan could 
not have invented a worse opportunity for her. 

When the Sultan sees this, as he soon must, 
he may be expected to climb down and

PEACE STILL IN THE BALANCE,

No visible change seems to have taken place 
in the state of the peace negotiations since 
yesterday. To morrow the envoys meet again, 
and there is- no assurance that this meeting 
will not be the last—as a high Japanese 
authority expects it will be. Mr. Roosevelt is 
still labouring in the cause of peace, but 
neither from Portsmouth nor from St. Peters- 
burg do we gather any convincing indications 
that his labours will bear fruit. It seems to be 
imagined that if he fails at St. Petersburg he 
may try to induce Tokio to abate even her 
modified demands. It is always dangerous to 
prophesy, but we can see no reason to suppose 
that any representations he might make there 
for a farther redaction of the Japanese condi- 
tions would prove succesefal, 


‘'TELEGRAPH,” 


St. Petersburg has spoken — and the word 
is war. The T'sar has hardened his heart, if, in- 
deed, it reqnired any hardening, and to the 
demands of the Japanese on the question of 
Saghalien and the indemnityhe returns ablunt 
and: unequivocal refasal. The snnouncement is 
made in a form which,unfortunately, closes the 
door not only to doubt, but also to hope. For 
the Russian Foreign Minister has authorised 
the statement in the most furmal manner that 
Russia will pay Japan no contribution, either 
direct or indirect, and will make no cession of 
territory whatever. That can only mean that 
the Tsar and his advisers have sent word to 
M. Witte instructing him to refuse the Japa- 
nese demands for money and territory, in 
whatever shape or form they may be put for- 
ward. If M. Witte carries this rejoinder back 
with him into the Conference room to-morrow, 
it is certain that the Tsar will have his way, 
and that the war will goon. Consistent only 
in this, that at every critical stage of the war 
he and the Russian Government have done the 
wrong thing, and been found to counsel the 
worse and not the better course, the Tsar re- 
fuses to pay the prize of peace, and appeals 

once more to the arbitrament ofarms. The 
world will hear it with profound regret, and 
with intense disappointment.

Lieut.-Colonel Sir David William Keith Barr, , 
K.C.8.1:, late Resident at Hyderabad, has been 
appointed a member of the Council of India, 
in the place of Sir Charles H. T. Grosthwaite, 
K.C.3.1., whose period of office has" expired. 
Sir David Bart, who is fifty-eight years of‘age, 
joined the 38rd Foot in 1864, and four years 
later was transferred to the Indian Army.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 


(From our CORRESPONDENT.) 
London, August 25. 


The new appointment of Lord Minto serves to 
give prominence to the fact that in his brother, 
the Hon. Arthur Elliott, he has a distinguish- 
ed opponent of the fiscal reform of which 
he is an enthusiastic supporter. This is the 
more interesting from the circumstance that 
Lord Lansdowne, one of his Viceregal pre- 
decessors, finds himself in like case, Lord 
Edmond Fitzmaurice being a particularly ac- 
tive ‘Liberal. Families are much divided now- 
a-days. Wesee Lord T'weedmouth criticising 
the speeches of his nephew, the Duke of Marl- 
borough, and Mr. Victor Cavendish, the Duke 
of Devonshire’s heir and nephew, assailing 
the arguments of his uncle. The Palmer 
brothers vote in different lobbies ; and while 
Sir Edgar Vincent proposes an anti-reform re- 


solation on the fiscal question, Sir Howard, his 
brother, 1s wie mau w move the amendment 


to it, 

Thackeiay declared that the only reason 
which made him wish to enter Parliament was 
his desire to stand up in the House of Com- 
mons once a year and tell his countrymen what 
would happen when the French invade vs. 
Through some oversight on the part of the 
electors of Oxford he did not enter Parliament, 
so continued to write novels, Disraeli combined 
the two vocations, and in the picturesque 
phrase of our Prime Minister was “a brazen 
mask talking his own novels.”

fature. Sir Joseph Beliamy, the French Consul 
at Plymouth, wishes it to be known that when 
he was informed of the arrest of the boats Le 
simply asked the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Collector of Customs for an explanation of the 
occurrence. He received & most courteous reply 
from each, and at that time instractions had 
already been despatched to the captain of the 
Circe to release the vessels, 

The sudden death in Switzerland of the 
Provost of Oriel canses & gap at Oxford which 
will not easily be filled. A Homeric scholar of 
Earopean reputation, his great gifte as « 
linguist made him an admirable representative 
of his University at gatherings of Continents! 
savants, and & year or two ago he astonished 
foreign congress by deliverinng in the course of 
the same afternoon two eloquent and brilliant 
speeches in French and in Italian. Yet be 
will be best remembered at Oxford by his 
life-long devotion to the routine, bat compli- 
cated, work of administration, ‘he lay head of 
® college which practically created the modern 
High Church movement, he was # remarkable 


gontrast in every way to his predecessor, the 


famous Provost Hawkins. Hawkins was o 
typical “Head” of the bygone days, when 
Oxford belonged exclusively to the Church of 
England, and knew no studies save the Huma- 
‘nities. Monro was equally characteristic of tho 
days which followed the report of the first 
University Commission. Himself the least 
athletic of men, he ruled over a «ollege whose 
triumphs on cricket field and football ground 


have been a tradition of ten generations of 


undergraduates. A Liberal in politics, he stood 
stoutly by Cecil Rhodes when the despicable 
attempt was made to deprive him of his 
D.C.L. degree, and the warmth of his protest 
was remarkable for so gentle and so quiet a 
man. Yet he had scarcely more in common 
with ‘‘Cecilius Africanus” than with tho other 
great Orielonsis, John Henry Newman. With 
all his weight cf learaing, he was the most 
unassuming of men, and an extraordinary 
shyness of disposition caused his elena 
interviews with those ‘in statu pupillari” to 

be equally embarrassing to both parties. Bat 
nothing could disguise his genuine kindness 
of disposition, and few D:ns enjoyed a wider 
or more justly-earned popularity. 

That London has undoubtedly the best and 
greatest Post Office in the world is the opinion 
of Mr. William Willcox, Postmaster of New 
York, who has been studying the postal 
system in European capitals. “London,” said 
Mr. Willcox, “bas greater postal facilities 
generally, and we can learn much from them. 
London has twelve deliveries daily in the 
business quarters, New Rork only nine.” We 
employ 5,000 men, and London 29,000.” Per- 
haps the thing most admired by Americans in 
the English postal service, though Mr. Willcox 
does not mention the point, is the cheap and 
efficient parcel post. “There is nothing of the 
kind” (says the “Telegraph” New York cor- 
respondent) “on this side of the Atlantic, all 
efforts to promote such an arrangement being 
foiled by powerful and well-organised private 
parcel delivery companies, which have a 
monopoly, and charge extortionate rates. 
People in England, when despatching small 
packets by ‘parcel post,’ often fail to realise 
that the postal authorities on this side hand 
the sforesaid packets toa private company, 
which charges for delivery merely in New York 
the sum of 28, in addition to the stamps 
afixed in England. Indirectly, the private 
companies are obliged to pay heavily for the 
monopoly, and the long-suffering American 
public has to defray the cost,”

The Highways Protection League,which has 
already attracted some publicity in Warwick- 
shire owing to its antagonistic attitude towards 
motorists, has issued a list of suggested amend- 
ments to the law relating to motor-cars. Doubt 
less these amendments will be brought before 
the Royal Commission next month when its 
sittings commence. Among the amendments is 
one asking that the speed limit should be 
reduced to 14 or 15 miles per hour, and that 
local authorities should be allowed to fix lower 
limits in towns, in villages, and wherever else 
they think it desirable to do so. Another 
amendment asks that offending cara should be 
impounded or thsir registration suspended. 
Amendment 3 suggests that the motor horn 
should be abolished and a bell substituted, or 
the use of a horn should be forbidden in towns 
and villages. Amendment 7, which offers un- 
limited opportunities for blackmail, suggest« 
that the public should have ready access at 
all “the principal police: -stations to a general 
register of all cars in the United Kingdom. 
The President of the Highway Protection 
Ieagne is Lord Willoughby de Broke, who, 
when summoned recently for driving a coach 
and four to the inconvenience of the public, ir 
reported to have pleaded that “everything 
ought to make way for a coach and four.”

Against a gathering of 
Foresters at Brockenhurst or Chingford little 
objection can be taken ; but think of the 
Buffaloes buffaloing at Hampstead or South 
end !

The accounts of the growing 
crop, especially in Texas, are unfavorable, the 
temperature being still high, causing the plant 
to shtivel and waste away. The “bulls” make 
the most of this news to forces the market 
higher, and owing to the fact that the fear of 
a strike of the spinning hands -is now over 
there is more confidence, but at the same time 
cotton in the neighbourhood of sixpence, at 
this season of the year, does not appear cheap, 
although it is impossible to say what the 
manipulators may. do.
